SMALL LOANS 


Four years ago Wisconsin emerged 


from a state of chaos in regard to small 
loans. It enacted a law putting the con- 
trol of this business under the Banking 
Commissioner, authorizing him to fix 
rates of interest and opening up to him 
the audited books of the small loan com- 
panies who are thus held to a reasonable 
earning upon the amount of money in- 
vested in their business. 


Yet there is a bill known as 442A be- 


fore the legislature that is being pushed 
and prpdded on its way by interests that 
are themselves animated by some motive 
certainly not to the benefit of the state, 
and most assuredly not to the benefit of 
the small borrower. 


This bill seeks to fix the rates of in- 


terest for three different classes of loans, 
and of course elbows the Banking Com- 
missioner out of authority. 
One could 


see immediately that the necessary elas- 
ticity with the right to change rates as 
business conditions alter 
the risks in- 


volved is dropped for a hard, fast, brittle 
and suffocating rule that is bound to do 
harm to someone. And you can bet that 
someone will be the small borrower. 


The bill is so unintelligent as to au- 


thorize the highest rate of interest on the 
best loans, the secured ones, and to com- 
pel the lowest rale of interest on the 
greatest risks. 


If the old time loan sharks, their jowls 


dripping with saliva, or professional fi- 
nance racketeers are not personally be- 
hind this bill and pushing it so that they 
might drive the orderly, supervised loan 
companies out of the state and come in 
and mop up in their absence, then who 
5s? 


We have had occasion to read the de- 


tailed reports of the small loan business 
as presently conducted in this slate and 
made not by a hundred nor a thousand 
but by 5,000 borrowers to whom was sub- 
mitted a questionnaire and 
whose 
an- 


swers were recorded by the Banking Com- 
missioner. 
These 5.000. picked at ran- 


dom by the commissioner, 
bore testi- 


monials so loudly in praise of their treat- 
ment, the generosity and patience of the 
companies 
when

them, and their almost 100 per cent sup- ! 
port of the companies involved and the | 
business as conducted to lead one to al- i 
most imagine that he was approaching | 
the environs of Utopia.

THE REDS FOMENT: DEMOCRACY 


PROTECTS 


The fact that world peace may some- 


times be seriously menaced by a few ir- 
responsible 
madcaps or dangerous 
ad- 


venturers became again clearly outlined 
in the attack of the Spanish Reds upon 
both German and Italian boats patroling 
or at rest far from the Spanish border 
but coming where they were by the very 
consent of the attackers. 


The task of passing upon the conflict- 


ing charges is impossible of satisfactory 
solution except as some fact is established 
highly inconsistent with innocence. That 
the Reds had a purpose entirely malicious 
aimed at embroiling the continent seems 
likely because the German boat and crew 
were unprepared for the attack and as 
surprised at it as the rest of the world. 


Nevertheless the Nazi 
reprisal 
by 


bombarding an open Spanish port is con- 
trary to the accepted usage known as 
international law, and as savage in all its 
fearful implications as the shooting of in- 
nocent hostages who are powerless to af- 
fect the course of events. 


Resort by the Germans to such a crude 


.and barbarous method shows the condi- 
tion of tempers because, ordinarily, re- 
dress would first be sought directly from 
the guilty combatant. 


The bright spot that shines through 


the European gloom is furnished by Bri- 
tain. The immediate offer by London of 
"useful friendship" to 
Berlin for the 


maintenance of peace is the unfolding of 
what appears to us as the deliberate pol- 
icy for which England strives—that war 
simply must be avoided at all hazards. 


The great strength and resolution of 


the British empire, and its determination 
to see a cause through to the end, how- 
ever bitter, once it has undertaken it, are 
all too well known on the continent to 
permit of self-deception or any other 
form of misunderstanding. 


England's act was particularly appro- 


priate and opportune. Just when Berlin 
was in its most furious mood an old. war- 
scarred and honored adversary practically 
took the Germans by the hand and said: ' 
"Keep your head and we will be your 
friends." 


Without Britain it seems clear beyond 


fair argument that another European war 
would be in full action along many fronts 
and perhaps covering thousands of miles.

Holds Board Appointment 


Recognition That Labor

Washington — The independent 


steel companies have probably won 
their strike. 
Appointment of a

them with a liberal outlook. They 
make an unusual board of media- 
tion. It cannot be called a tribunal 
of one employer representative and 
one employee representative and 
one neutral, a composition which 
frequently produces a deadlock and 
a decision by one man. 


In this instance, all three medi- 


ators have about the same point cf 
view. They are friendly to labor, 
but they know that, unless they 
can give assurances to capital, no 
mediation board in the future and 
no government tribunal will ever 
do the job. 


There is real significance in the 


fact that, when the governor of 
Ohio appealed to President Roose- 
velt for federal intervention. Mr. 
Roosevelt side-stepped the issue of 
personal mediation and appointed 
a board. Had he assumed the task 
of personal negotiation, he would 
nave been confronted by the polit- 
ical as well as the economic aspects 
of the dispute. Had he sided with 
one or the other parties, he would 
have been accused of partisanship 
and the issue itself would not real- 
ly be resolved. 


Has Passed Buck 


As matters stand today, the pres- 


ident has passed the buck, so to 
speak, tn three skillful mediators. 


and if they can't settle the steel 
strike, nobody outside the two par- 
ties to the dispute in i bitter- 
end fight could ever do It. 


It is Important to take notice 


of the background of 
the three 


mediator*. Charles P. Taft is a lib- 
eral. 
He inherits the breadth of 


view which his father, the late 
president and chief justice, exhibit- 
ed in labor matters. It will be re- 
called that, on the National War 
Labor board. Mr. Taft's decisions 
again and acain disappointed the 
employers and 
pleased the 
late 


Samuel Gompers. the great labor 
leader, who sat at his side on the 
board. 


"Charlie'' Taft. as he is familiar- 


ly known nowadays in Ohio poli- 
tics, has achieved a position as an 
outstanding liberal. He was one of 
a number of advisers to Governor 
Landon in the last campaign and 
won the enmity of some of the con- 
servative groups because of his in- 
sistence on a liberal and progressive 
campaign. 


Hit Sit-Down Strike 


Lloyd K. Garrison, second mem- 


ber of the new" board, used to 
be chairman of the National Labor 
Relations board, and recently, in an 
impromptu speech in Chicago, sur- 
prised many New Dealers by his 
outspoken denunciation of the "sit- 
down" strike as being beyond any 
question illegal. 


Edward F. McGrady. the third 


member, is now assistant secretary 
of labor and one of the best media- 
tors in the whole field of labor re 
Iptions. He used to be vice pres- 
ident of the American Federation 
of Labor. He is on good terms with 
John Lewis and almost everybody 
else hereabouts and has frequently 
been suggested even by employers 
as perhaps the best person to fill 
the position of secretary of labor, 
something that has not particularly 
endeared him to the present secre- 
tary of labor. 


Now. 
all three of these mediators 


know exactly what the issues are 
They know precisely why the steel 
companies do not want to sign con- 
tracts and they know also that the 
steel companies probably will be 
clad to sign contracts if they can 
get certain assurances 
and safe- 


guards that will have back of them 
greater prestige and sanction than 
a signature of a C. I. O. labor un- 
ion, esnecially since the demonstra- 
tion of labor in Michigan that s 
signed contract is only a scrap of 
paper. 


Board Has Power 


The way is opened to a solution i 


by the wording of the administra- i 


tlve order issued by Secretary Per- 
kin* at the behest of President Roo- 
sevelt. The order gives the board 
power to investigate to mediate, to 
take testimony, to get the facts, to 
make public their findings, and. 
finally, to act as voluntary arbitra- 
tors. This last power, it will be 
noted, is granted on the assumption 
that both parties to 
the dispute 


might wish to accept arbitration. 


This provision means that, if the 


parties can be brought to an agree- 
ment on all points except the one 
as to who is to guarantee the set- 
tlement, it may be that the govern- 
ment-made mediation board itself 
will act as a guarantor of the agree- 
ment and that the employers will j 
then be willing to accept a jigncd 
contract. 


i 
Want Assurances 


In other words, the employers 


have no objection to signed agree- 
mcnts as such if some power can 
be invoked in the event the con- 
tracts are broken. It is possible, of 
course, for both parties to file their 
contracts in a federal court for cer- 
tification and to agree to suit in the 
event that the contract is violated. 
This has happened before in giving 
private contracts all the sanction 
of law itself. 


Then. too. the employers will pro- 


bably insist, if the contract is sign- 
ed, that any raising of the demand 
for a closed shop will automatically 
terminate the pact, or that the 
raising of the issue will be regard- 
ed as a violation of the contract. 
There are many ways by which the 
present strike can be brought to! 
a peaceful conclusion, and there is, 
some reason to believe that the! 
labor unions were instrumental in 
getting the president to appoint 
the board so as to have some ma- 
chinery available with which to end 
the strike. It is the history of all 
big strikes that, as one side weak- 
ens, it seeks intervention from the 
government or the appointment of 
some peace-making machinery to 
afford a camouflaged opportunity 
for graceful retreat. The same thing 
happened in the General Motors 
strike when Governor Murphy was 
called in by labor. Undoubtedly., 
General Motors won the strike on j 
the principal issues, and such con-j 
cessions on the recognition ques-' 
tion as it granted were later found | 
to be in conformity with the su-' 
preme court decision on the Wagner' 
law.

The statistics for the month show- 
ed 13 per cent of the men and 8 
per cent of the women who regis- 
tered at 26 district offices were 50 
years of age or over. 


"The average age of persons plac- 


ed is higher than the average of 
new applicants for work." the com- 
mission said. "The median age of 
all men placed during May was 
33.2 years: that of women 31.7 years. 
The median age of male applicants 
was 28 9 years:
